TWO FINK SERMONS. 

Owing to tli" fact that Rev. M. j 
B. Adams, the pastor of the First| 
Baptist Churoh, was called to 
New Castle, to preach the funeral 
of mi "Id and dear friend, Rev, 
Geo. B. Eager, 1). I).. >f the 
Bontbern Baptist Theological 
Seminary, supplied for Mr. 
Adams. 

He preached two very fine ser- 
mons. The morning discourse 
was from the text, "Brethren, if 
a ninn #e overtaken by ft fault, 
ye, which are spiritual, nature 
such an one in the spirit of meek- 
ness; considering thyself, left 
thou also be tempted. Bear ye 
one another's burdens, and ho 
fulfill the law of Christ." 

It was a strong and tendt r pre- 
sentation of God's way of dealing 
with those who wan taken un- 
aware, or. as he put it, were over- 
taken by a fault, not those who 
willingly surrendered to sin. 

He urged the gentlest consid- 
eration for the weak ones of the 
flock, commending, at the Pame 
time, the sturdy and strong Chris- 
tian. And yet he sounded a note 
of warning to those who believed 
themselves strong, to beware of 
the devil in ambush, citing Esau, 
David and Peter, as illustrations. 

At the evening service, Dr. 
Eager's text was "By Silvanus, a 
faithful brother unto you." His 
theme was the commendation re- 
ceived by those who were faithful 
in the small duties laid upon 
them.
